Appellate Court Issues Writ of Stay 
In Inawrance Cases. 

Frankfort. Ky. (Special): Comidy- 
ing with the prayer ot the petitioners 
M^Jn the case of the B^nitable Life As- 
^ surance Society of New York agUnst 
Charles A. Hardin, circuit Judge, and 
others, the appellate conrt granted a 
writ to stay the court from enforcing 
the order entered in the Lincoln cir- 
cuit conrt in the case of James RpH- 
inson's administrator against the com- 
pany. 

Circuit Judge Hardin, in order to 
secure the evidence to arrive at the 
merits of the case, entered an order 
directing the officers and agents of 
the company to bring the papers, 
books and documents of the company 
from New York to be present at the 
hearings of the commissioners a - 
pointed by the court to take the evi- 
dence in the case. 

The court did not pass on the merits 
of the case, but said that it would be 
unreasonable and too expensive to re- 
quire the company to comply with the 
order, but that the commissionrTS 
should take the evidence' as directed 
by the code.

Object of Recognition of First Chief 
Is to Establish Responsible Head of 
Government — Spedulate en Attitude 
of Mexican Leader. 

Washington, Oct 11. — ^That Car- 
ranza is intent upon self-perpetnation 
in office baa been made here for 
months, and' the Villa agency in 
Washington has formaUyy charged 
that the "first chief" contemplates 
nothing less thav maintenance of him- 
self in oontrol of the supreme power 
in Mexico for an indefinite period. 

The statement containing this 
charge was signed not tmly by En- 
rique Llorente. the Villa local agent, 
bnt M. Dlas Lombardo, the Villa sec- 
retary of stMe. It reads: 

"Surely the conventionlst party will 
continue the struggle. ' Sooner or later 
it. will demonstrate' to the world that 
the Mexican people wish the establish- 
ment of a legal government and will 
not tolerate a dictatorship of indefi- 
nite tenure and inefficient administra- 
tion, such as had been shown by Car- 
ransa's failure or qnwUlingness to 
organise a cabinet and suppress the 
frequent armed movements against his 
authority." 

There is mndi speculation here as 
to what will be the attitude of Car- 
ranza toward the United States, now 
that he is to be recognized. The gen- 
eral opinion is that be will be more 
recalcitrant than ever before. Per- 
sons familiar with tbe Latin mind as- 
serts that the circiimstances under 
which Carranza has obtained a decis- 
ion in favor of his government are 
such as will make not only Carranza, 
bnt all Mexicans foe! that he forced 
the great government to the north of 
him fo come to terms. 

Even the warmest supporters of the 
course which resulted in the announce- 
ment of Intention to recognize Car- 
ranza do not contend that the action 
of the pan-Amerlran conference will 
solve the Mexican problem. They do 
insist, however, that the extension cf 
recognition to one of the factions gives 
the I'nited States, as the government 
f-hiefly interested, a sort of handle by 
which it can grasp the Mexican situa- 
»wn in lbe~TuTiire". - - - — 

Those holding this view profess to 
regard the recognition of Carranza, 
not as the termination of the Mexican 
trouble, but as the beginning of a solu- 
tion on the basis of a new policy. 

Having recognized a government in 
Mexico the United States, It is con- 
tended, can in the future hold that 
govertiment to Just as strict account- 
ability as It considers necessary in all 
matters pertaining to the foreign obli- 
gations of the government of Mexico. 
According to this view. It does not 
concern the United States whether 
Carranza establishes a dictatorship in 
Mexico or not. as long as he fulfills all 
the international obllgfttloaa devolving 
upon him.

Bulgarian Envoy Deplores Ending of 
Relations With Rome. 
Rome. Oct 11. — The Bulgarian min- 
ister tp Italy who left for Bulgaria, 
gave out^a statement t^ t^e press ex- 
pressing 'Bnlgarla's naaalmoHs regrrt 
over the ending of relations between 
Bulgaria, and Italy, and pointing to 
Bulgaria's de^p sympirthy toward Italy, 
baaed upon -kindred naflnnal aspira- 
tions. 

The enroy's public statenuBt is ooB- 
sidered extremely slgidflcant here, In^ 
asmuch aa It M belie'ved to hare been 
Inspired by Qermany, whose etample 
in not declaring war oh' Italy will prob- 
ably be followed by Bulgaria. The 
Bulgarian diplomat endearored to de- 
lay his departure and did not ask for 
his passports, hoping the hresking off 
of the Italo-Bulgar relations might he 
averted, but his departure ' wiui de- 
manded by the foreign office. 



HEAVY PANAMA CANAL SLIDES 



Cargoes of Ships Are Being Trans- 
' ferred by Railroad. 

Panama. Oc^. 11;^ — One hnndred and 
eleven steamships are held up on both 
aides of the Panama cantl because et 
the recent slides and their cargoeii are 
being transferred across the Isthmus 
by rail. Bnt the rush of bnslness Is 
so great that the railroad facilities are 
by no meahs sufficient to meet the de- 
mands and 'the transfer is progressing 
but slowly. 

The slides are more serious than 
had at first been suspected, and it it 
certain that the channel cannot be 
opened for a month at the least, and 
possibly for three months. Three 
steamers laden with war supplies have 
turned around and resailed to Europe 
by the Suez canaL

House Without Announcement to 
End Flatterina Attentions of public 

Washington, Oct. 11.— President 
Wilson and his fiancee, Mrs. 'Norman 
Oalt. aeooiApaaied by the Misses 
Smith, distant relatives of the late 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, who are now 
guests of the Secretary ot the Treas- 
ury and Mrs. McAdoo, made an auto- 
mobile trip to Baltimore for a visit 
on the president's brother. Joseph 
Wilson, at his apartments, ami to at- 
tend church with him the Franklin 
Street Presbyterian church. Accom- 
panying the president was a detach- 
ment of secret service men. 

Considerable speculation was 
caused here by a chan!.;e in the plans 
of the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Mrs. McAdoo. They were to have loft 
on Friday for an ofT.cial trip in the 
west. It was sai<l at the White House 
that they were not uoing to .N'ew York 
or to Philadelphiji wiih the president 
and his party. Then suddenly they ap- 
peared at Philadelphia with the Misses 
Smith ami joined the presidential 
party at the ball game, returning with | 
them and n.ow have announced they 
will not leave on the western trip un- I 
til early this week. : 

There has been some > uneasiness 
among soci(-ty leaders lest a wedding , 
should be carried out suddenly in the : 
White House circle without previous | 
announcement. TTiere had been a hint 
that the president ami his fiancee have 
thought the quickrsf and most com- 
fortable way to end the flattering at- 
tentions of the pui)lic is to be married 
and have done with it. ' 

On the other hand Mla^ Margaret 
Wilson, who had started for Buffalo 
to appear In concert, did not return to 
the White House with her father and 
his party, nor did she join them for 
the game in Philadelphia. She will 
be engaged on her concert trip until 
Oct. 20. Secretary and Mrs. McAdoo, 
when they leave, will be absent three 
weeks, so speculators on the date of 
the wedding date seem reasonably cer- 
tfcl" V\k\ \* — not b» tor «t least 
three weeks from next Wednesday, un- 
less' It should come off today, which, 
ot course, seems •altogether unlikely. 



PROMISE PURE FOR DIABETES 

Rockefeller Foundation Elaborates On 
an Old Treatment. 

New York, Oct. 11.— A Cleveland 
dispatch, printed in a morning paper 
said that a "positive cure for diabetes" 
has been developed by the Rockefeller 
Foundation of Medical Research, and 
that the details are to be given In the 
next issue of the American Journal of 
Medical Science, which is pnbllshed 
monthly in Philadelphia. 

The "cure" was discovered as being 
based on bicartwnate of soda with a 
certain amount ot salt, glrem hypo- 
dermically. 

Inquiry at the Presbyterian hospital, 
which was stated to hare used the 
new cure, brought Information that 
the hospital has for some time been 
using In diabetes eases a treatment 
elaborated by a Or. Allen of the Rocke- 
feller bistltnte'p medical ataflf. 

PISm DUEL OVER A COW 

Argument Results In Shooting; Beth 
Parties Wounded. 

Vevay, Ind., Oct. 11. — Edgar Frank- 
lin, fifty years old. and Clyde Brock, 
forty, employes on dam No. 30 on the 
Ohio river, engaged in a pistol duel in 
the main street at Markland. 

Brock was shot through the left 
thigh and a bullet passed through 
Franklin's right leg. The shooting fol- 
lowed an argument over a oow. The 
men went home and when they re- 
turned they met in front of a confec- 
tionery store. Franklin is said to have 
'opened fire with a revolver and Brock 
replied with an automatic pistol, 4Kven 
shots being fired. 

Both men are married and have 
families. Franklin, who formerly was 
a steamboat' mate xtn the Ohio river, 
owns considerable property. 



Sei^lana Hurl Kaiser^ Army Back 
Acroes the Levwer Drina, Inflicting 
Heavy Losses on I nvad e r » ■■ A rtll» 
lery Actions In Belgium. 

London, Oct. 11. — The fall of Bel- 
grade is admitted by the Serbian war 
office at Ntsh, saying the right wing of 
the German army of invasion has been 
repulsed and thrown back across the 
Drina, with enormous losses. The 
statement rays: 

"Belgrade has fallen Into the hands 
of the Germans after a desperate re- 
Bistance. 

"Fighting continues all along the 
Danube and Save fronts. The pur- 
pose of the enemy is to advance 
through the Moravia valley, separating 
Kostolac. thirty-eight miles southeast 
of lielgrade, from Dubravatza. on the 
Danube, thirty-five miles east of Bel- 
-;rp.dp. where his chl^ efforts are con- 
centrated. 

"The enemy puffered enormous loss- 
es In maki'ip unsuccessful attack on 
the lower Driiis. The entrnv has been 
thrown back on an islan i h" occupied 
before opening OTierations." 

An Athens dispatch says that the 
entente powers are landing fourteen 
thousand soldiers dc.llv at Salonika 
and that they are beini? sent as rapid- 
ly as possible over the border railway 
into Serbia. Their exact d'stlnation 
Is not known, but It is presiimed that 
the major nart of the forces already 
within Serbia t»-r'-ltorv are fortifying 
positions aloMi: th^" railroad to Nish. 

Homo military critics take a lighter 
view of the situatlnn nn the Austrian 
frontier of Serbia ami are inclined to 
believe that the Sorbs may succeed 
In holding the Gorman armies until 
the allies can send adequate aid from 
Salonika. The repulse to von Macken- 
sen's right wing is certainly a favor- 
able omen from the entente viewpoint 
and proves pretty conclusively that 
the Serbs, so miserably wasted In 
strength through disease and many 
battles, still are able to come back. 

It will be the chief object of the Bnl- 
garians to advance on these commnnl- 
catlouH and to sever them, thus Isolat- 
ing S«fbia.aa4 4eavlaK It to the mercy 
of the Oeman army on the north, bu* 
to the present moment there is no au- 
thoritative news that such an attempt 
has been started, or that one Bulgarin 
Boldier has set foot on Serbian terii- 
tory.

In Artois. The excliv>8ss l>etweea 
trench gnns waa constantly and very 
fiercely contested .In the raglon of Lis- 
one snd to the north of L'avra.

A brilli- 
ant assault made as the stasters of a 
new d e l m an trendi southeast of the 
village. On both aMes the bombard- 
ment was Intense. 

"In the ArgouM. In the Sfctor tA 
Oonrtep-Chanasea. Btlle Morte and be- 
tween the .Mense and the Moselle to 
the north of, FUrey th^re were very 
violent battles with bombs and tor- 
pedoes, as well as la the Vssges at 
Hartmannsweller Kopf. A Germsn 
aeroplane waa brought d^wn by one 
3f .our aviators. One of our squadrons 
dropped one hundred big bombs on 
the stations at the rear of the front 
In Champagne and on enemy troops, 
who had assembled thero."

"Hypocrites." 

"This widely advertised photoplay, 
which has created a stir over tbe coun- 
try, was shown at the Alhambra The- 
atre in this city last Friday. We at- 
tended the performance, and found as 
we had surmised, that its supposed 
wickedness was merely an advertising 
scheme on the part of the film pro- 
ducers to draw the crowd.

It plainly showed up 
the hypocrisy that exists to-day in 
church, state, and society, and in all 
the walks of life. We are all more or 
less hypocrites, and hypocrisy is the 
most common of all sins. A powerful 
picture holding up so dramatically one 
al our most every day faults, cannot 
fail to do good and cause us to resolve 
to mend our ways. Miss Ward is to 
be eoBgratalated on affwding the com- 
munity the opportunity of seeing this 
sermon of the screen. As a matter of 
fact it was not half so suggestive as 
many of the ordinary films shown over 
the country every day, and concerning 
wUdi noticing is said. Anyhow when 
it comes down to cases, 'Evil to him 
who evil thinketh.' One can make { 
harm mit of anything." | 

Our young friend is mistaken.' The 
people are not all hypocrites. WhUe 

we all may not live up to the ideal life 
and cannot reach the perfection of 
Christ, still it is a slander of the vilest 
kind to attribute to the world the 
character ' of hypoerisyr The word 
"Hypocrite" is a term applied to a 
member of a church and denotes "de- 
ceit; a hypocrite feigns to be what he 
is not; a dissembler conceals what be is; 
the former pretends to virtues whieh he 
has not; the latter conceals the vices 
which he baa." This is the definition 
given in the standard Webster's Dic- 
tionary. 

Thus the Register cordially approves 
a vile picture which libels himself, fath- 
er, mother, wife, children and the whole 
community. We have no quarrel to 
pick with oar brother editor. Our re- 
lations have always been of the kind- 
liest and happiest nature and tliey will 
continue to be. We accord to him the 
privilege of his belief, the caftdor of his 
expression and the genuineness of bis 
commendations of the picture "Hypo- 
crites." We regret that he differs from 
VB so radically. We believe his views 
am egn^ooaly wrong. 

And now as to the charge contained 
in bis editorial that the pictures are no 
wtone than those that are shown here 
every dajr and about which nothing has 
been said. - In this, he is again mis- 
taken, Time after time have we re- 
monstrated against the showing of lewd 
and lascivious pictures. The pulpit has 
remonstrated. The legislative ttody of 
the ci^r, to wit: the Council has put 
its lymphatic protest in the form of a 
^ity law against the showing of such 
fiicturas. Its a fine to do so. (We as- 
miBtM tbe Honorable City Attorney in 
prci^acia^ that ordinance.) We are not 
devotees of tbe picture shows and rare- 
ly ever attend them. If it is true as 
charged, that tbe pictures commonly 



and continually given, are vulgar and 
obscene, then the administration of the 
city should get busy and root them out. 
An outrage|l public should raise a 
hue and cry and see that the laws are 
enforced against them. It is a crime 
agunst chfldhood to allow them to con- 
tinfte to debauch and destroy innocence- 
and virtue. The picture shows proper- 
ly run can be made things of enjoy- 
ment and benefit to the cpmmunity. 
However, if they are run as tbe Register 
and others say they are, then they are 
a curse and should be suppressed. (We 
leave it the devotees of the shows to 
determine for themselves whether or 
not they go daily to witness vulgar 
shows.) 

We notice the thrust "Evil to him 
that evil thinketh" and we respond that 

there are other aphorisms equally in 
point to wit: "There are none so blind 
as those who wieh not to see; none so 
deaf as those who wish not to hear." 
And also a yovincialism, "You can 
not destroy the odor of a dead cat by 
sprinkling the body with rose water." 

"Hypocrites" taught no moral lesson. 
It was merely the commonplace, vulgar 
picture, libelous in its teachings, an as- 
sault on the splendid womanhood and 
Vianhood of tiie age and destructive of 
the power and influence of the church 
over innocent children. 

In our editorial, we made no attack 
on the Alhambra theatrv/ nor on the 
people who attend it. There was not 
an unkind word said about any one. 
It was a britique on the picture "Hypo- 
crites" a picture that has attracted 
national attention. It was couched in 
dignified language and on an elevated 
plane. On this we stand. 

In this connection, allow us to say 
that the advertisers in this paper can 
not control its policies. Nor can they 
dictate to us the kind of editoriab we 
'write. Still further, they can not com- 
mand us to praise that which we think 
should be denounced. *

1 What Causes TuberciiiosU? i 



THESE can be no tuberonlosis without th« gjKem, the taberele 
bacill\i£. Whether the disease appean in the lungs, in the 
band, in the hips, or in tibn.eye, it is the nnm germ that alwaira 

causes it. 

Looking at it from another way, however, the germ of tubercu- 
losis can never cause the disease unless the soil has been prepared for 
it. It is as if the germ were the seed and the body were ihe soiL 
You cannot nue wheat on a hard, cobblestone pavonent nor ean you 
grow com on a boardwalk. Neither ean yon grow tnbereuloaiB from 
the tiny plant-like germ which causes the disease, on a soil which is 
hard and resistant. The tissues of the body in which the disease is 
to develop must first be weakened and made flabby and prepared for 
the growth of the distftse somewhat as the farmer prepares his soil 
before sowing his seed. 

What are the causes that prepare the soil for the growth of tu- 
berculosis germs in the body? There are first of ^ a group of 
causes which' lie 'within the individual himself, which we may call 
personal cansM. Some of them may be controlled by the individual 
and some of them are be% end his control. Take such causes, for ex- 
ample, as intemperance, lack of proper food, a weakened physical 
conditiou caused by grippe, colds, pneumouia, measles, typhoid fever, 
etc., — these are some of the personal causes which prepare the soil 
for the tuberculous seed. Then there is also another group of causes 
which are entirely outside of the individual and which we may desig- 
nate as environmental or social causes. Some of these are, for ex- 
amjde, bad living and working conditions, lack of play and recreation 
facilities, unclean streets, etc. 

These two groups of causes may either separately or altogether, 
act upon one sowthat his. normal strength andP^tality, which we call 
resistance, is lowered and he readily becomes a prey to the disease 
germs which are constantly lurking about and which he may be 
harboring in his body without kncwing it. Let US OOnsidV MBM Of 
these causes a little more in detail. 

Of the personal causes that lead to tuberculosis, probably intem- 
perance may be reckoned as one of the most important. By intem- 
perance is meant everything in the way of self indulgence that in- 
jures the body. One may be intemperate in eating and by partaking 
of too much food may produce permanent digestive disturbance 
which weakens the bodily resistance. One may be intemperate in the 
use of drugs or in other ways, thereby weakening the bodily resist- 
ance. The most frequent form of intemperanee, however, is the use 
of intoxicating liquors. Any man 'who drinks beer, wine or whiskey 
to excess is preparing the soil of his lungs for the seed of tuberculosis. 
This is the reason why the mortality from tuberculosis among men 
and women who are accustomed to drink is so high, much higher 
according to reliable statistics than among people who do not use 
intoxi<»iting liquors. 

Many children from the time they are bom into the world are 
doomed to starvation. Other people because they like eandy, pie, 
and cake better than meat, bread, and vegetables, are starving them- 
selves willfully. This underfeeding or lack of proper food will as 
surely prepare the soil for toberenloabi as if ona ddlbarataly i«t out 
to do so. 

Man^' people have a notion that if they have apparently re- 
covered from a bad cold or an attack of grippe or pneumonia, there 
is no further danger and they are perfectly safe. Oftentimes the 
most dangerous period in an acute disease is dwipg the few weeks 
immediately after the patient is able to be up ftod about. It is during 
tliis time of convalescence that ths seeds of disease will find a sure 
root if special care is not taken. Fresh air, good food, rest, and right 
living are the best safeguards a^rainst tuberculosis during a time 
such as this. T after-effects of many diseases can be avoided if the 
patient will continue to persist in taking care of himself just the 
same as he did when he was in the l)ed and under the doctor's order.^. 

Then there are those causes of tuberculosis which are entirely 
outside of the individual such as bad housing conditions. Dark roOUU 
where the sun never shines are among the best breeding pUum yos- 
^Ida for the germs of tifberculosis. Here thev tbiive in great ouan- 
'pties tinci it is almost impossible to didoclge wem, Dxrk, filthy hall- 
ways, uneleaii sinki^ «n4 4irty hAckywr^s and toilets are ^so menaces 
to the health of those who live near them. Many a man can improve 
these conditions with a little effort IP he will take the time to do so. 
More often, however, it is the landlord's fault that the housing con- 
ditions are not better. 

Low wages, long hours of work, dark nnventilated factory 
rooms, excessive heat, and dusty occupations are only f^w of the 
conditions which make it easy for the iMed of t<i,b«rauloiii to «tlaok 
Ihe werking maa. The Ifick of proper ^»e«» for pUy and reereation. 
which makes a man go i(Q the s^Loon ft| vlgbt instead of into the park 
or playground, is a social eause leading to tuberenlosia. These sooial 
wnses ean be fought only by the united effort of the men and women 
of the community, Tndlviduala ean help but It takes all shoulders 
Rt the wheel to produce effective results, 

lu conclusion, remember that the soil must be right before the 
seed of tub^culosia ean grow, and that you can contribute much 
towards keeping the soil of your body in sufllli flonditio]^ thtt W> 
germs "will find a root there.

Honey Sandwich.— Spread thin slices 
of bread with very thick honey that 
will not run readily; spread other side 
with butter stirred with cream. Press 
one slice of each together and cut into 
fancy shapes if something tasty to de- 
sired for an afternoon ton. 

Baked Beau Sandwich.— Reduce the 
l)eaus to a pulp (red kidney beans pre- 
ferred). Mix pulp with melted butter, 
onion Juice, a pinch of dry mustard, n 
few ollvea or pimentos chopi)ed and a 
dash of tomato ketchup or chill sauce. 
Spread the mLxture between slices of 
brown bread. Chill sauce Is generally 
used. 

Deviled Ham Sandwiches. — To make 
deviled ham chop very fine one pint 
of boiled bam (more fat than lean), six 
hard boiled eggs, one teuspoonful of 
mustard (the made kind), season and 
press hi a mold. This will keep for 
weeks and Is a good filling for sand 
wlches. 

Killings for sandwiches are numer 
ous and nearly always on hand. First 
there come the sweet QUIngs. such as 
creamy fudges of all kinds, mashed 
chocolate creams, maple filllngs.creamy 
maple fudge, caramel fudge, candied 
ginger as a garnish for outside of sand- 
wiches, also as a filling; raisins chop- 
ped and mixed with fudge or chopped 
and mixed with butter, etc. They 
make a good tilling. Tbey do not at- 
tack digestion quite so harshly when 
ased in this manner and may be used 
between crackers, coolues or bread 
with good results and are always liked 
by those who use them. Second 
come the cheese fillings. Amotean 
cheese and Swiss cbeese, snd tbey 
may l>e cut wafer thin and served in 
many arays with pimentos on buttered 
bread. Nuts and ratotos are popular 
now as aandwlch fillings, as are also 
the meat. chlAen and vegetable flll 
Inga

Doss Large Amount of Damage In 
St at e A Method of Control Sought. 
A feature of forest protection which 
oas t>een brought to the attention of 
tbe state forester's office is tbe locust 
borer, an insert which attacks locust 
trees. The lilaeU leciist lias Ihcu ex- 
tensively planted in Kcutni ky for 
posts, and llicrc is lianlly u farm in 
l\»'ntucky tliat does imt utilize to a 
more or less extent black Idciist in 
this way. Several farm owners lia\e 
plnntctl extensive In. list srovi-s for 
the purpose of liavln;; posts available 
wben needed.^ .\lso tlie railroads and 
mining comiianies have planted black 



locust for ties and other purposes <jn 
account of Its durability In contact 
with tlie ground. Black locust is al."<o 
extensively planted to regenerate worn- 
out .soli, since it is a legume, as clover 
or cowpeas. The locust borer has 
recently done a large amount of dam- 
age in Kentucky. In some Instances 
it has destroyed whole groves. In or- 
der to combat this the entomologist of 
the Kentucky experiment station. In 
CO (ipcration with the state forestc-r, 
lins been conducting a study of the 
locust borer through the state. Tbe 
d.inia;.'e from this insect has been re- 
peatedly called to the atte.-ition of the 
state forester and is not confined to 
any particular section of the Stste, bVt 
Is pretty widely scattered.

Text of the Lesson, II Kings v, 1-14. 
Mamoiy Varaoa, 7, Sr-QoWen Text, 
Ex. XV, 26 C o m mentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Steamab 

In our last lesson we aaw tbe trt- 
mnptaant entry. Into glory. witboatfUy- 
Ing. of tbe diaconiaged man who want 
ed to die. If we would keep our eyes 
on'>tbe glory wldc!ta anrely awaits as 
we wonid not be so easily cost down 
(Rom. vlU. 18). We also saw the Spir- 
it of God in Billjab so manifestly upon 
IBlisba tljat others recognised it. So It 
sboold be wltb as. EUsha longed fw 
a doable portion of BUJata's si^rit and 
by bi4 im wavering beholding be ob- 
tained It. The Lord wrought through 
Elijah six miracles and through EUsha 
at least twelve. Like Elijah be divid- 
ed Jordan, restored a boy to life, mnl- 
t^illed bread and oil taaH did other 
waodera which Elijah did not.. Pre- 
vlona to the lesson of today, besides 
those Just mentioned, tbere was the 
healing of tbe waters at Jerlcbo and 
of tbe poisoned pottage and tbe wa- 
ters that filled ditches wlthont wind 
or rain. 

Tbe multiplying of tbe widow's oQ 
to pay ber debt and save her sons 
(iv, 1-7) suggests what might be our 
privilege If we were empty vessels and 
Ijelleved God. The bringing to life of 
the Sbunammlte's son brings us face 
to face with Him who Is the resurrec- 
tion and tlie life, who alone doeth 
wonders and stUl liveth. The people 
in today's lesson are a proud, mijihty 
man, captain of the host of tbe king 
of Syria, very self important, but a 
leper; a little maid of Israel, who loved 
to magnify the Clod of Israel; a man 
of God,- who lived before God and 
sought nothing from man. and some 
servants who were wiser than their 
master. 

How sad and how susRe-stlve the 
words concerning this mi>;bty man in 
valor who had wrought deliverance 
for Syria, "a U'per." :in incurable sick 
man with the mo>;t lo:;th^:onie of all 
diseases. What di.l his ;;reatne88 
Snount to under these circumstances? 
Leprosy is tbe most remarkable em- 
blem of sin in the Bible, and all are 
by nature children of wrath, dead In 
trespasses and sins, spiritually lepers 
(Eph. 11, l-3t. What jirolit was there 
In the abundance or the riches of the 
men of Luke xli and xvi when their 
souls were required of them? What 
does it (irotit a man to be great In this 
world or tu have millions of money if 
he ik not a saved man? If he dies out 
of Christ the f^te of the rich man of 
Luke xvi must be bis. 

This little captive maid of the land 
of Israel, if she had been an ordinary 
child, might have said: "1 am glad 
tliat he Is a leper. Why did he take 
me away from my home?" and other 
such rebellious words; but. though she 
must have had an aching Tieart^ she 
was evidently a true child of <;od and, 
like Joseph in the house of Potiphar. 
sought to glorify God even in her very 
trying circumstances. She was like 
Pollyanna. She was sorry for Xaa- 
jom and told his wife, on whom she 
waited, of the prophet of God in Israel 
who could do such wonderful things. 
How she puts to shame the complain- 
ers who are so prone to murmur be- 
cause of their circumstances and also 
all who know of the redemption that 
is in Christ ,7esiis. tint never Icll oth- 
ers of it. Where is the spirit of him 
who said, "As much as In me is. I am 
ready to preach the gospel:" "V-y all 
means to save some" (l;oiii. i. H-ir,; i 
Cor. is. 22). Because of the little 
maid's teslim-ouy kinics aie moved and 
health brought to the leper, but we do 
not hear of any reward for the little 
maid. The Lord will not forget ber in 
tbe resurrection (Luke xiv. 14; Matt. 
X, 42). 

The kuig of Syria sent Naaman to 
the king of Israel with a letter and 
much silver and gold and ten changes 
of raiment (verses 5, C). The king of 
Israel was the wrong man to go to, 
but Ellsha heard of it and said. "I^t 
him come now to me, and he shall 
know that there Is a prophet in Is- 
rael" (verse 8). Can you see the great 
man, wltb all his retinue, at the door 
of the house of EUsha. expecting the 
prophet to come out to him and with 
some great display give him health? 
Do you see tbe man of God calmly 
abiding in his house and sending a 
messenger to aay. "Go and wash In 
Jordan seven times?" (Verses 9-11.) 
Then do you see a great, proud man 
going away in a rage? (Verse 12.) 
What a fearful thing ts pride and self 
importance, and how foolish are our 
thoughts! Tet .\bralram suffered be- 
cause he had his own thoughts, and 
Mary had three days' sorrow because 
she supposed (Gen. xx, 11: Luke il, 44). 

By the reasonable advice of his serv- 
ants Naaman became calm and obeyed 
the voice of God by the prophet and 
was thoroughly healed, made clean 
(verses 13, 14). Now see him and all 
his company again before Elisha ac- 
knowledging the God of Israel as the 
true God and urging the prophet to 
accept a reward or a blessing. But the 
man of God refused, reminding us of 
Abram and the king of Sodom (Gen. 
xiv, 22, 23). There Ls no salvation for 
the sinner except by the blood of Je- 
sus Christ, who went down into the 
waters of Jordan, or Jiidgment. for us. 
We cannot recompense Ilim for salva- 
tion, but we can serve Him because 
He saves us. The gift of Ctod cannot 
be purchased (Acts vUL 20).

Report Telling How Springfield, 
Could Lower It3 Death Rate. 
The last pages of the Russell Sage 
foundation report on health conditlonB 
In Bpriasfleld. 111., recently delivered to 
the Springfield survey committee In the 
form of a printed iiamphlet. sums up 
the sltnatloo.and telhi Joat what tbe 
city aagbt to do to save the Uvea of 200 
residoits who die needlessly each year 
ttam preventable diseascn . Tke sani- 
tary tattftmemeata needed in different 
parts of the city are discussed, as are 
the qnestioB of cost and relative impor- 
tance of tbe varlona improvenlents. 
Increased ^>piopriation for the health 
department Is sakl to be specially im- 
portant. The report concludes: 

"Springfield has a weH defined and 
clearly localised public bealtit prob- 
lem. It baa a combination of serious 
life wastage from preventable diseases, 
fairly good sanitary conditions, except 
for the presence of an extraordinary 
number of wells and privies, and a 
poorly supported and weak health de- 
partment. Certain parts of the city, 
notably the wards east of Tenth street, 
have excessively high rates of mortal- 
ity from preventable causes, and It is 
in these districts tbat sanitary condi- 
tions are specially l>ad. The plain fact 
Is tbat people are dying in parts of the 
city because they are Ignorant, because 
tbey are poor, because they are sur- 
rounded by Inferior sanitary conditions 
and l)ecause the city does not give tbem 
a proi>er health department service. 

"What is needed at once to meet 
Springfield's public health problem is 
fairly obvious. The walls and privies 
should be done away with, and tbe 
city should perfect its water supply 
and sewerage and mi;.ke the mains of 
both systems available to alL The 
cit.v should also see to it tbat the 
benefits of such improvements are de- 
nied no one simply because he Is too 
poor to afford tbem. This Is to tbe 
advantage l>otb of the individual and 
of the whole department, to overcome 
I>opular Ignorance with regard to sani- 
tary matters. Finally, t^ city should 
provide its bealtb department with 
proper equipment in tbe way of staff 
and funds, so that the der>artment may 
adequately cope with the various ad- 
ministrative phases of the needed pre- 
ventive work. 

"It can also be said here tbat the ltt> 
vestment in tbe health department 
will probably, dollar for dollar, save 
more lives than will the investments 
for the various sanitary improvements 
This is not to say tbat the other Im- 
provements, as in the water supply 
and sewer system, should not be made. 
It means simply ttiat tbe health de- 
partment need Is most urgent and 
should be met first. 

"The whole question of better bealtb 
in Springfield is in no sense limited to 
tbe realm of theory. It is a thorough- 
ly practical matter and la squarely up 
to tbe cltlxens and the dty administra- 
tion. That pnbnc health is pnrdiM- 
able l9 now a weH recognised f^et. 
Springfield has a splendid opporton^ 
to buy— to save 200 or more Uvee a 
year and to prevent much adffitional 
sickness. RwiHaing that the aafMy 
and welfare of tbe dtiaens are involv- 
ed to tUewtent, there pn^t to bejio 
question of tlie city's wmingneBS and 
determination to find the ftands 



POR- GOOD SttAQE. 

Any crop, to make good silage, 
should be harvested at the prop- 
er stage of maturity. Very ael- 

dom will com and cane be ready 
for silage at the same time. 
Com Is usually ready several 
weeks before cane baa reached 
the proper stage of maturity. 
The mixing of tbe two crops un- 
der these circumstances would 
not increase the value of the re- 
sulting silage, and. In addition, 
the laI>or of tillUig would Mkely 
l>e Increased. The best results 
will come from putting the com 
Into the silo when it has reached 
the proper stage. This wUl l>e 
while the stalk and leaves are 
stlU green and when the ears 
have reached the stage when 
they have begun to dent or be- 
come bard.— Kansas Fanner. 



SAVE THE POTATO CROP. 

Late Blight and Rot Fungus New Pre- 
vailing In Ohio. 
[Ohio acTi cultural experiment station.] 
The late blight and rot fungus of po- 
tato has been collected in practically 
all of the potato fields about Wooster, 
Aug. 9-ie. 1015, by represenUtives of 
ttw botanical department of tbe Ohio 
experiment station. This has already 
made unususl progress under the re- 
cent cool, moist weather and certainly 
has been at work for a week or more. 
The same fungus was collected Atig. 
15, 1904; July '>5, 1905; Aug. 9, 1908, 
and Aug. 13 and 14. 1012. Should the 
s ea s on continue, aa heietof<Hre^ with 
eool weatber or be very molat tt la 
feared tbe Injury to the late crop may 
prove to be Tery great, even exceeding 
tbat of 1005. • 

This disease works very rapidly and 
is distinguishable from the other dying 
of potato leaves by the mildew-like or 
frosted appearance of the under por- 
tion of the dl.seaseil jiarts of leaves. 
This late blight and rot of potatoes 
may be prevented by spraying fre- 
quently with strong liordeaux mixture, 
made with four to si.v pounds of blue 
vitriol and four to six pounds'of lime 
to fifty gallons of water, tbe spraying 
to begin immediately. This spraj* re- 
quires to be repeated at eight to ten 
day intervals until tbe crop Is matured. 
In lfi06 (Spraying as above gave a gain 
of forty to furt.v-flve bushels of mar- 
ketable potatoes to the acre upon the 
late crop. Four to six spra.vlngs may 
yet be rciiuired on very late plantings. 
I'uder conditions such as have charac- 
terized the season of I'Jl.' delay In 
spraying treatment Is most unwise. 
The rot of tubers follows the leaf dy- 
ing. Instnictions for making and ap- 
plying the spray are contained in the 
.Spray Calendar, bulletin 232, willch 
will be sent upon application. 

For these later applications of the 
spray about 100 gallons per acre or 
even more will be required for effec- 
tive covering of leaves. With an or- 
dinary four row sprayer It will be 
wise to go twice over the field, moving 
in the oi)posite direction the second 
time, after the first spray has dried.
